From 
all accounts, § ‘Sir William is a cautious man 
who steadily adheres to instfuctions from 
Downing Street, and, as our late Governor 
was sometimes disjosed to kick over the 
traces, the change will be a relief to the 
mind of Lord Carnarvon. The Administra- 
tor, naturally, reste'and is thankful, When 
one comes to look at the matter with  non- 
official eye it seems like gross neglect of 
these important Settlements, to which are 
now virtually atiached the whole! of the
